It WM generally understood at 9 o'clock 


Saturday sfiertoon that General Grant 
and party would arrive at the Union depot 
in this city at StSO o'clock that evening, 
and a monster crowd assembled at the 
depot at that hour; but it became gener- 
ally known later in the afternoon i*at the 
special containing the distinguished party 
did not ten Cairo until 10 a. a., and 
that on Us arrival at Elkville a delay of 
nearly three hoars was occasioned by an 
excursion train jumping tie track. This 
information WM circulated among the 
people at Oft depot aid they departed 
for their homes, being informed that the 
party would not arrive hen until Mime- 
time between 8 and 9 o'clock. But for 
the delay at Elkvllle, the general would 
have received a grand reception here, M 
preparations for a monitor demonstration 
were arranged. At 7 o'clock the Decatur 
band dispensed stirring music on the old 
square and serenaded the Bloomington 
reception committee at the St. Nicholas 
hotel, after which (he band proceeded to 
the depot, whereabout 8,000 people had 
assembled. At 8:46 o'clock the special 
train stopped at the platform on the Cen- 
tral track, with Gen. and Hrs. Grant, 
Col. Fred Grant, Miss Eittie Felt, of Ga- 
lena, and Miss Lttlie McKennon, occupy- 
ing luxurious seats in President Acker- 
man's elegant special oat. As the train 
stopped the band commenced playing, 
and Mayor Waggoner, Gen. Oglesby and 
others entered the car, hoping to induce 
Gen. Grant to stop out and address the 
people from an impwriied platform. 


The crowd waited on the platform in 


anxious expetation that the Illustrious 
General wonld appear M had been ar- 
ranged, but Instead he came ont on the 
rear platform of the coach, where all in 
that immediate vicinity had the pleasure 
of grasping him cordially by the hand, 
and expressing their gratification at see- 
ing him. The General shook hands with 
everybody In reach. Somebody in the 
crowd proposed three chears for Grant, 
and they were given with a will, follow- 
ed Uy another for the next President of 
the United States. The General bowed 
his thanks, and at 9 o'clock the train pull- 
ed ont, the ex-President remaining on the 
platform waving his adieus to the multi- 
tude. 


One oTer-enthnniastic admirer of the 


general crowded up to the platform of the 
cur when it stopped and caught the ex- 
president by the hand. The man, whose 
name is given as W. H. Kelly, the ex- 
policeman, held on so tightly that the 
general asked bun again and again to let 
go, bat Kelly refused to do so. Others 
standing on the platform and on the 
ground, remonstrated with Kelly, but he 
didn't relinquish his grip until 0en. Grant 
threatened to give him a touch of the ex- 
president's boot. 
The general said he 


couldn't stand such treatment as it was 
wholly uncalled for and perfectly ridicu- 
lous. As a matter of course Kelly's act 
was condemned by all who witnessed it. 


The party was joined here by the Bloom- 


ington delegation and Gen.R. J. Oglesby, 
who went to Bloomington with Gen. 
Grant. 


The reception was not as satisfactory 


as it would have been had there been 
more light on the scene, but the turn-out 
was great beyond expectation, showing 
that the General has a warm place In the 
hearts of our people. The train stopped 
at Maroa for a few minutas; also at Clin- 
ton, and arrived at Bloomington at 10:90 
o'clock.

Decatnr KM flatted by MUM violent 


rain and wind storm last night. Soon 
after 7 o'e^ek tbeze wwe japW and vivid 
flashes of lightning, heavy crashes of 
thunder, and rain fell in torrent*. A high 
wind prevailed during the rain fall, and 
during the night and morning the wind 
raged wtth great fury, doing much dam- 
age In the city and county. Chimneys 
we» blown from nooses, boxes were 
blown from sidewalks, signs were torn 
from their places, bill boards toppled 
over and Sells Brothers' drew bills wen 
badly defaced by the wind and rain. Old 
fences wen blown down in different parts 
of the city, and dwellings on shaky foun- 
dations creaked and groaned like a ship 
in a storm, alarmlng>nd keeping the in- 
mates awake. Somebody loosened the 
brakes on the street car standing on the 
track in front of Priest's Hotel, and the 
wind wafted it down the track in front of 
B. O. McReynold's residence, where it 
was stopped. The top of the Dutch wind 
mill, at the eed of North Main street, got 
an overdose of wind and took a tumble, 
resulting in considerable damage. The 
observatory on the top of MM. DUleknnl's 
house on West William street, WM blown 
off in the night, and a window back of 
the organ at the Catholic church WM 
blown in. Mr. J. H. Picknll, in from 
Harristown this forenoon, says that many 
fences along the road are down and trees 
are broken off and uprooted at many 
points. One mile and a half south of 
Casner station R. D. Wilson's barn was 
blown down. One horse WM killed out 
right, and another WM seriously injured.
